HE Berlin Blockade, coupled with the

lines and numerous first-class ports for 
the debarkation of troops and the han- 
dling of vital supplies, was the logical 
place for the new LOC. In addition, her 
excellent rail and road networks con- 
nected these ports directly to the Rhine 
River and our combat forces in Germany. 
Our requirements were determined and 
agreements made with the French gov- 
ernment to permit the establishment of 
the Communications Zone (ComZ), which 
included all of France.

Jet “Courier” For 


The Air Force, in a step designed to 
accelerate the command efficiency of its 
top force chiefs, such as the heads of 
SAC, TAC and ADC, may purchase a 
number of Martin B-57B converted twin- 
jet bombers. 

They would be the nation’s first jet- 
powered flying headquarters. 

Air Force leaders, headed by Secretary 
Harold E. Talbott and General Nathan 
F. Twining, this week inspected a mock- 
up of a Martin B-57B conversion. 

The conversion shown at the National 
Airport, Washington, D. C., changes the 
night intruder into a comfortable, but 
high speed, transport for eight passen- 
gers. Three airline-type arm chairs are 
lined up along the starboard side, 
while on the port side is another such 
chair and a long couch equipped with 
four seat belts. Another version would 
nave two additional seats in place of the 
couch, reducing the seating arrangement 
to six. 


Flying Headquarters 


It was estimated that the head of one 
major command who might normally 
take seven days to visit a given 
number of his bases could make the same 
trip in three days with the “Courier.” 

The mock-up was shown with a wash 
basin, lavatory, small galley, and clothes 
closet.

Sharpened disagreement between the Army and Air Force concerning 
the percentage of the defense budget which should go for troop transport 
and tactical aircraft appears likely with the disclosure that the Army plans 
to increase its number of combat divisions. 

It is no secret top Army officials were concerned when the celebrated 
unfolding of the “New Look” showed the only numerical change in the Air 
Force combat wings structure was elimination of six troop carrier units— 
difference between the 143-wing goal and the current 137-wing objective. 

If the Army objected to such a cut in troop transport strength when it 
had 20 combat divisions and was told the new objective would be 17, there’s 
little reason to doubt that General Matthew B. Ridgway, Army Chief of 
Staff, will be arguing strongly tor more troop transport and tactical aircraft 
support for 24 divisions in deliberations of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

The Air Force certainly would be delighted to provide additional strength 
for TAC, provided enough funds for aircraft procurement would be forthcom- 
ing to prevent any pinch on SAC and ADC.

V-2 Rocket Father Leads Development Work 
On Army’s Newest Missile—L/R Redstone 


Its characteristics and capabilities still shrouded in secrecy, the Army’s newest 
guided missile, Redstone, will be placed in “limited production” by the Chrysler 
Corporation at a Navy-owned jet engine plant in Warren, Mich., near Detroit. 
Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens reported this week the award of an $855,000 
contract for this purpose. 
A Pentagon announcement said production “will begin as soon as practicable.” 
Named for Redstone Arsenal, Ala., where Army Ordnance designed and is per- 
fecting the weapon, the new missile is credited largely to research directed by Dr. 
Werner von Braun, the famed German scientist who developed the V-2. 
Secretary Stevens and Assistant Army Secretary Frank H. Higgins were wary 
of disclosing any details concerning Redstone, but acknowledged that it is a long- 
range ground-to-ground missile. Its power plant is built by the Northrop Corporation. 
Redstone will be the Army’s third guided missile. The other two are Nike, used 
in antiaircraft defense, and the Corporal, developed for battlefield employment. 








_ Readiness To Use A-Bomb Told To N SIA” 
By Generals Gruenther And Shepherd 


Plans and training for the use of 
Atomic bombs were described to mem- 
bers of the National Security Industrial 
Association this week in New York City 
by General Alfred M. Gruenther, USA, 
Supreme Allied Commander in Europe 
and General Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr., 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. 

General Gruenther declared that the 
use of the Atomic bomb by the Western 
powers is the only way they can offset 
the balance and the greater numerical 
superiority of Russia and her satellites. 

The General also stated that the new 
Red propaganda line against the Atomic 
bomb is having a stronger effect on 
opinion in Europe than in the past. The 
Reds, he said, have been putting them- 
selves in the light of seeking to bar the 
use of the Atomic bomb to prevent the 
killing of v« nen and children.

“Army Picks Chrysler Over GMC For M48 
Tank Contract, Production Starts In June 


The Chrysler Corporation will begin 
production at its Newark, Dela., Tank 
Plant next June on orders for $160,601,- 
200 worth of Patton M48 medium tanks. 


The contract award was announced by 
Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens at his 
news conference on 29 Sept. This is the 
largest single item in the Army’s $266,- 
600,000 vehicle procurement program an- 
nounced last July. 

It came hard on the heels of contract 
awards of $35,000,000 to the Cadillac Di- 
vision of General Motors Corporation for 
M42 twin-40mm. self-propelled guns and 
$26,500,000 for M59 Armored Infantry 
Vehicles from the Food Machinery 
Corporation. 

The self-propelled guns will be built 


at the Cleveland Tank Plant, the Arm- 
ored Infantry Vehicles at San Jose, Calif. 

The M48 contract went to Chrysler as 
a result of a bid which was $7,600,000 
lower than that of the Fisher Body Divi- 
sion of General Motors, which is present- 
ly building the M48, and an unspecified 
amount below the bid of the American 
Locomotive Company. 

The Chrysler plant at Newark built 
the M48 until last July, when it lost the 
contract to the Fisher plant. 

The Army said that production at New- 
ark would begin in June 1955 and that 
the Fisher plant will continue present 
production until at least 1 June 1955.

The present “running mate” system 
of promotion for Reserve officers of the 
Marine Corps should be retained, the 
Marine Corps Policy Board has recom- 
mended. 

The Board, headed by Maj. Gen. Jo- 
seph C. Burger, USMC, which met from 
7 to 18 June, also made nine other recom- 
mendations affecting Reserve policy 
matters. 

Regarding the Board’s position on the 
“running mate” system, Navy Secretary 
Charles S. Thomas noted that no action 
on the recommendation is necessary in 
light of the recent passage of Public 
Law 773. “It is my desire, however,” he 
said, “that any future legislation em- 
podying major departures from the pres- 
ent system for assigning precedence or 
affecting the promotion of Marine Corps 
Reserve officers be first submitted to a 
Marine Corps Reserve Policy Board for 
its consideration and recommendation.” 

The Board also recommended that: 

1, obligors not be compelled to affili- 
ate with the Organized Reserve, 

2. strong representations be made by 
appropriate agencies to continue in 
force the provisions of the Armed Forces 
Act of 1952, which permits Standby 
Reservists to serve in the Organized Re- 
serve, 

3. the Secretary of Defense be re- 
quested to institute a more comprehen- 
sive and continuing public educational 
program on UMT, the Armed Forces Re- 
serve Act, and regulations pertinent to 
obligors and Reservists, 

4. the policy of requiring a Naval Re- 
serve officer to serve a period in a non- 
pay status upon affiliating with an Or- 
ganized Marine Corps Reserve unit pend- 
ing the approval of his application should 
be changed to permit retroactive assign- 
ment as of the date of his initial par- 
ticipation with the unit, 

5. assignment of medical officers of the 
Army and Air Force Reserve to Organ- 
ized Marine Corps Reserve units in a 
pay status be authorized where Naval 
Reserve medical officers are unavailable 
for such duty, 

6. “on-the-job” training periods at 
home facilities authorized for a limited 
number of members of Organized Re- 
serve units prior to annual field train- 
ing, 

7. Browning automatic rifles, light 
machine guns, 60mm mortars, and 3.5” 
rocket launchers be provided all Organ- 
ized Reserve Ground units for instruc- 
tional purposes, and further, that a study 
be made as to whether additional weap- 
ons and equipment should be provided to 
these units for the same purpose, 

8. members of Volunteer Training 
Units be awarded the Organized Marine 
Reserve Medal upon completion of four 
consecutive years as members of such 
units during which time they have 
earned 60 retirement points per year and 
performed four periods of active duty for 
training, and, 

9. a Marine Corps study to determine 
the feasibility of activating auxiliary air 
units or sub-units at distant airfields or 
at the parent Naval Air Station when 
the strength of the presently organized 
units warrant such activation. Along 
these lines, the Board also proposed that 
the possibility of payment to personnel 
on a 12 and 24 drill basis be studied. 

Navy Secretary Thomas has given ap- 
proval to all of the Board’s recommenda- 
tions with the exception that he disap- 
proved of the proposal to award the 
Organized Marine Corps Reserve Medal 
to members of volunteer training units 
upon completion of specified periods of 
service. He said that the proposed re- 
quirements which must be met in order 
to qualify for the medal do not parallel 
the “rigid requirements” which must be 
met by members of the Organized 
Marine Corps Reserve. “The estab- 
lishment of such criteria,” the Navy Sec- 
retary said, would tend “to cheapen the 
award.” 

In approving the recommendation to 
assign Army and 
medical officers to Marine Corps Re- 
Serve units, Secretary Thomas noted 
that his approval was subject to the con- 
currence of those Departments. 

Such assignments, he said, are not to

Lending force to speculation that mili- 
tary pay scales may be revamped is the 
fact that the Armed Forces are in a 
unique situation. For the first time in its 
history, the United States is maintaining 
Uniformed Services of roughly 3,000,000 
men and women in peacetime. 

This is being accomplished by use of the 
draft, and there are many in high Penta- 
gon places who feel that men brought 
into active duty for relatively short pe- 
riods should not be paid as much as those 
who volunteer and who make military 
service a career. 

Aside from the pay philosophy involved 
here, the hard cash reality is that a mili- 
tary pay boost concentrated largely on 
NonCom and Field Grade officers and 
above would cost possibly half the amount 
or less than an across-the-board pay hike. 


The fact that 1955 will not be an elec- 
tion year makes it an ideal time for the 
presentation of such a pay revision plan, 
according to some Pentagon observers. 

They point out that the Administration 
might well favor such a realignment in 
pay scales, since the same approach was 
employed in the Administration’s plan for 


changes in postal workers’ pay. 





Therefore, the Hoyt Committee’s work 
has been shrouded in secrecy; in fact no 
announcement of its creation was made 
at the Pentagon. 

It can be expected also that official de- 
tails of the Ad Hoc Committee inquiry 
will not be released until the group pre- 
sents its findings to Mr. Wilson. 

However, the obvious fact is that the 
Defense Secretary intends to have the 
full story on military pay in his hands 
prior to the convening of Congress. 

Then, should a concerted effort be made 
to secure a pay raise for the Govern- 
ment’s civilian employees—and this is ex- 
pected—Mr. Wilson will be ready to plug 
for a pay raise for persons in uniform.

In ruling that Senator McCarthy 
“should be censured by the Senate” for 
his conduct “toward General Zwicker,” 
the Committee said:

May Pick Duty Station Or Shift MOS’ 


Marines in the grade of sergeant and 
below who re-enlist immediately are per- 
mitted to choose their duty stations or 
to change their MOS’. 

Under authority of Marine Corps 
Memorandum No. 75-54, commanding 
officers are permitted to grant either one 
of the two options. 

The first option permits those who re- 
enlist to transfer to a new duty station 
or to be retained at their present station. 
While transfer to a particular geographi- 
cal area can be guaranteed, Marine 
Corps Headquarters said, the option does 
not permit the guarantee of assignment 
to a specific unit or organization. 

Those who re-enlist have the choice 
of serving at any of the following seven 
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areas: North and South Carolina; the 
United States east of the Mississippi 
River (including the Carolinas); South- 
ern California; the United States west 
of the Mississippi River (including 
Southern Calif.); Japan; Overseas (in- 
cluding Japan and Korea); or, retention 
at present duty station for a minimum 
period of six months or until the com- 
pletion of 24 months, whichever comes 
first. 

Women Marines who re-enlist, how- 
ever, will not be permitted to choose 
service in either Japan or Korea. 

Option two allows those who re-enlist 
to be retrained in a new occupational field 
from a list of three MOS’ submitted by 
the individual. Before such change of 
occupational specialty is effected, how- 
ever, the re-enlistees must meet the re- 
quirements necessary for the perform- 
ance of duty in any new field. 

The new re-enlistment policy applies 
to Reservists who integrate into the 
Regular Marines only if the Reservist 
has completed one year of extended ac- 
tive duty immediately before his inte- 
gration, the Memorandum states.

Navy-Marine Promotions Under ROPA 
Differ Little From Present Practices 


Active duty Naval and Marine Corps 
Reserve officers will not be affected by 
the new Reserve Officer Personnel Act 
which goes into effect next July. 


The temporary promotion of Reserve 
officers on active duty, as well as the 
permanent promotion of such officers, is 
governed by the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 and is an integral part of the pro- 
motion system applying to Regular offi- 
cers. 

The present system for promoting 
Navy and Marine Corps Reserve officers 
and that contemplated by ROPA is an 
adaptation of the machinery of the active 
duty Officer Personnel Act. 


Navy officials point out that “although 
the selection boards for Reserves on in- 
active duty are separate from the boards 
for active duty officers, an Inactive Re- 
serve officer comes up for consideration 
for either temporary or permanent pro- 
motion in the same year that his active 
duty contemporary comes up. He becomes 
subject to elimination from active status 
on the same basis. In short, the rate of 
promotion and career pattern is the 
same, whether an officer is on active or 
inactive duty.” 

Existing law for the Navy and Marine 
Corps gives full credit for precedence 
within each grade to all time elapsed 
since appointment in the grade. Recom- 
mendations have been made to change 
this procedure but are not presently em- 
bodied in ROPA. 

One section of the Navy-Marine Corps 
title of ROPA (Sec. 211, in conjunction 
with Sec. 702(f)) would bring about the 
conversion of the grade of commodore in 
the Retired Reserve to the grade of rear 
admiral. This feature is opposed by the 
Navy but will go into effect next July 
unless changes are adopted by Congress 
prior to the effective date of the Act. 

As it now stands, ROPA would provide 
a boost in rank for approximately 15 
commodores. 

A summary of the Navy-Marine Corps 
title of ROPA follows: 

Title IV 

The Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Re- 
serve 
Sec. 401—Definitions 

(a) This title is applicable only to the 
Naval Reserve and the Marine Corps Re 
serve 

(b) (1) ‘‘Corresponding Regular Compon- 
ent’’ means the Regular component of the 
Navy with respect to officers of the Naval 
Reserve, or the Regular component of the 
Marine Corps with respect to officers of the 
Marine Corps Reserve. 

(2) “‘Secretary’’ means Secretary of the 
Navy. 

Sec. 402—Authorized Numbers 

(a) The authorized number of officers in 
the Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve 
in an active status shall be 150,000 and 29,- 
500, respectively. The actual number in an 
active status at any time shall not exceed 
these authorized numbers unless the Secre- 
tary determines that a greater number is 
necessary for planned mobilization require- 
ments, or unless such excess shall result di- 
rectly from the operation of mandatory pro- 
visions of this or other laws. 

(b) The authorized number of officers of 
the Line of the Naval Reserve in active 
Status in each of the grades below the grade 
of RAdm shall be a percentage of the total 
number of officers in active status below the 
grade of RAdm, as follows: 


Grade Percent 
Capt 1.5 
Cdr 7 
Lt 37 
Cdr 22 
Lt (jg) and Ens. $2.5 
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The authorized numbers are not a require- 
ment in any grade. When the actual num- 
ber of USNR Line officers in any grade is 
less than the number authorized by this 
formula, the difference may be applied to 
any lower grade or grades. 

Because the authorized numbers in each 
grade might be reduced by reason of de 
crease in the total number of line officers in 
active status, it is provided that such a re- 
duction would not require reduction in rank 
or grade of any officer. 

The formula for determination of maxi- 
mum numbers authorized in each grade be- 
low RAdm would not be applicable to USNR 
officers in the staff corps, because grade dis- 
tributions in the staff corps would result 








from the operation of an automatic princi- 
ple contained in sec 403. 

The maximum authorized number of USNR 
officers in active status in the grade of RAdm 
would be established at 48: 28 in the Line, 
seven MC, eight SC, one ChC, two CEC and 
two DC. 

(c) The authorized number of officers of 
the USMCR in active status in each of the 
grades below the grade of BG shall be a 
percentage of the total number of such offi- 
cers in active status below the grade of BG, 
as follows: 


Grade Percent 
Col 2 
LtCol 6 
Maj 12 
Capt 35 
Ist Lt and 2d Lt 45 


When the actual number of USMCR offi- 
cers in active status in any grade is less than 
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the number which is so authorized, the 


difference may be applied to increase the 
authorized number in any lower grade or 
grades. No Reserve officer shall be reduced 
in rank or grade solely because of a reduc- 
tion in an authorized number provided in 
this subsection. The total authorized num- 
ber of USMCR officers in active status in 
general officer grades shall be five. 

(d) The Secretary shall prescribe the num- 
ber of Reserve officers in each grade who 
may be promoted annually. The number 
which shall be so prescribed for each grade 
shall be the number determined necessary 
to provide equitable opportunity for promo- 
tion among succeeding groups of Reserve 
officers and an adequate continuing strength 
ot Reserve officers in an active status, and

progress. The C-46’s and C-82’s with 


which most of the Eighteenth Air Force 
wings were first equipped have been re- 
placed with modern types of C-119 Fly- 
ing Boxcars and C-124 Globemasters. 
Newer, faster and more versatile trans- 
port planes are now in production for 
troop carrier utilization. 

An Eighteenth Air Force unit, the 314th 
Troop Carrier Group, was dispatched to 
the Far East shortly after the Korean 
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War began, flying a heavy schedule of 
combat missions delivering high priority 
personnel, supplies and ammunition to 
the newly captured Kimpo Airstrip. Two 
weeks later, the 314th Group dropped 4.- 
000 troopers of the 187th Airborne Rezgi- 
mental Combat Team in a daring attack 
behind the enemy lines at Sukchon and 
Sunchon. For weeks, the 314th Group 
supplied the surrounded list Marine Di- 
vision at the Chosin Reservoir by air- 
drop alone, finally airdropping a 32-ton 
steel bridge which enabled the Marines 
to escape to the waiting fleet at Ham- 
hung. 

The Eighteenth Air Force took over 
the job of training a number of Air Force 
Reserve wings which had been recalled 
to active duty. Hundreds of pilots, crew 
members, and other key personnel of 
these wings, after careful training by 
the Eighteenth Air Force, were sent to 
Korean Airlift units and to Europe as in- 


dividual replacements, furnishing a 
steady flow of trained troop carrier 
fiyers. 


Two Eighteenth Air Force wings, the 
33rd Troop Carrier Wing from Green- 
ville, S. C., and the 465th Troop Carrier 
Wing from Mitchel AFB, N. Y., were 
transferred to Europe to fly troop car- 
rier missions. In April 1952 the 403rd 
Troop Carrier Wing of Portland, Oregon 
was transferred to the Korean Airlift in 
Japan, where the Eighteenth Air Force 
flyers did an outstanding job. Their first 
major mission was a spectacular 17-hour 
all-night airlift of a regimental combat 
team from Japan to Korea to stop pris- 
oner of war riots at Island, the 
unit lifted complete with personnel, 
plies, equipment, vehicles, weapons 
ammunition.

Upholding the Service. So much has hap- 
pened and so much controversy has revolved 
around the junior Senator from Wisconsin since 
Army Secretary Robert T. Stevens first startled 
the country by throwing down the gauntlet to 
him that people are prone to forget the one issue 
then at stake. The only point then raised by the 
Army Secretary was his duty to protect officers 
of the Service from unwarranted abuse and mis- 
treatment by Senator McCarthy or anyone else. 
All the rest of the controversy arose as the result 
of Mr. Stevens’ having taken his original stand 
that he would not permit officers of the Army to 
be abused. Senator McCarthy, on his part, denied 
that he had mistreated Brig. Gen. Ralph W. 
Zwicker, USA. 


It is with considerable satisfaction therefore 
that the Services have heard the verdict of the 
Select Committee which has found unanimously 
that “the conduct of Senator McCarthy toward 
General Zwicker was reprehensible, and that for 
this conduct he should be censured by the Sen- 
ate.” 


Despite the fact that he was too gentlemanly 
and entirely out of his element in the rough and 
tumble area where Senator McCarthy is at his 
best, Secretary Stevens stuck to his guns when 
it looked as though everyone was against him, 
and carried on, even though he was ill, through 
the pitiless grilling before the Mundt Committee. 
Now his view has been endorsed by all the mem- 
bers of both political parties on the Select Com- 
mittee headed by Senator Watkins (R-Utah). 


There was an additional charge made against 
Senator McCarthy by Senator Fulbright (D-Ark.) 
that the former had ‘“‘without proof or other justi- 
fication made an unwarranted attack upon Gen- 
eral George C. Marshall.”” The Committee declined 
to go into this, holding that ‘‘charges concerning 
statements made on the floor of the Senate about 
public officials, with which statements we may 
disagree, but which, if held censurable, would 
tend to place unwarranted limitations on the free- 
dom of speech in the Senate of the United States.” 
Thus, Senator McCarthy gained immunity from 
being censured for his attempt to besmirch the 
character of one who President Eisenhower has 
said typifies all that we look for in an “‘Ameri- 
can patriot.” 


The Committee pointed out that Senator Mc- 
Carthy’s conduct toward General Zwicker “would 
not have been proper in the case of any witness, 
whether a general or a private citizen.” The point 
is well made, but the code of an officer does not 
leave open to him the means of retaliation avail- 
able to a citizen. As a subordinate in a military 
system he cannot reply in like strong language, 
appeal for public support, nor employ outside 
legal counsel. He must rely principally on the 
backing of his superiors. In this instance, for- 
tunately, the backing of Secretary Stevens was 
prompt and effective. 


A Better Name for “Fringe Benefits"? De- 
fense Secretary Charles E. Wilson is looking for 
a better designation for those Service rights now 
generally referred to as ‘fringe benefits.”’ In his 
recent press conference he was commenting on 
the problem of keeping trained men in the Serv- 
ices. ‘‘We have gotten crossed up,” he said, “with 
some of our so-called fringe benefits.’”’ Then he 
added parenthetically, “I would like somebody to 
think of a better name for that.”

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First in Nuclear Power. The United States 
Navy, with the commissioning on 30 Sept. of the 
USS Nautilus, is now operating the only known 
nuclear-powered means of transportation. It is 
the first step toward the new age of nuclear pow- 
er for civilian and industrial use as well as for 
transportation by land, sea and air. Its crew under 
the command of Cdr. Eugene P. Wilkinson, USN, 
is now blazing a trail that will be followed by 
many in future years.

the Electric Boat Co., General Dynamics Corp., 
is the USS Sea Wolf and following close behind 
will be the yet unnamed SSN-578 and SSN-579. 
In the works, but not yet authorized, is a big car- 
rier with boundless range to be driven by nv- 
clear power. Leading aircraft and engine firms 
are at work on planes for nuclear-powered air- 
craft. 

As Admiral Robert B. Carney recently said: “It 
may very well be that in this 20th century, naval 
supremacy will go to the nation that first con- 
verts from oil to atoms.” On this basis, the com- 
missioning of the USS Nautilus marks a great 
step to the forefront for the U. S. Navy.

10 Years Ago—Allied aircraft in the European thea- 
ter have been in action on several occasions with 
German jet-propelled fighters. The appearance of 
these fighters had been expected and their design 
and operational characteristics appear to follow closely 
the estimates which had been formed of them. Their 
speed and rate of climb are high but they have shown 
themselves to possess poor maneuverability. The U. S. 
AF and the RCAF announced that the development 
of British and American jet-propelled aircraft has 
made progress. 


50 Years Ago — Secretary of War Taft this week 
delegated to Quartermaster General Humphrey full 
authority to supervise the construction of new build- 
ings at West Point. Secretary Taft believes in placing 
such special work as this in the hands of Army spe- 
cialists, and for this reason he has decided that inas- 
much as he personally knows nothing about building, 
he will have the Quartermaster’s Department take 
charge of this important work. 


90 Years Ago—The latest advices from Atlanta re- 
port General Sherman’s Army as still enjoying their 
much-needed rest. Leaves of absences are freely 
granted, and many of the sick and wounded men are 
receiving furloughs. The Southern papers report that 
the losses during the bombardment of Atlanta will 
reach $5 million worth of real estate, embracing 47 
houses burnt. There were 497 persons killed and 557 
wounded. They claim that their losses in the final en- 
gagements, resulting in the fall of Atlanta, do not 
exceed in killed, wounded and prisoners, 5,000 men.

Rank for Naval Specialists 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The “Register of Commissioned 
and Warrant Officers of the United 
States Navy,” dated 1 Jan. 1954, lists 
16 rear admirals in the Medical 
Corps and five rear admirals in the 
Dental Corps currently on active 
duty. The Navy is to be congratu- 
lated on the recognition of the im- 
portance of medicine in the Service. 
Each parent wants his son or daugh- 
ter, while serving in the Navy, to 
have the best possible medical care. 

To date one officer specializing in 
electronics has attained the rank of 
rear admiral while it took public 
pressure to effect the promotion to 
flag rank of an engineering officer 
working in the field of atomic phys- 
ics. It seems that officers qualified in 
the two fields mentioned will be just 
as essential to the winning of an- 
other war as the medical doctors and 
dentists. Diagnosing and correcting 
the ills of the human body is the job 
of a medical officer. The diagnosis 
and corrective action required for 
the successful operation of millions 
of dollars worth of electronic equip- 
ment, vital to the mission of a 
modern naval vessel, is usually the 
responsibility of a white hat sailor 
who may or may not be supervised 
by an officer qualified in the spe- 
cialty. Such equipment undergoes 
almost daily design changes. 

There appears to be opposition in 
high quarters to the attainment of 
flag rank by specialists. Is not even 
the general practitioner in medicine 
(who may attain flag rank) a “spe- 
cialist” in the sense that he does not 
generally receive “broadening” as- 
signments entirely divorced from his 
field? Much lip service is given to 
the importance of electronics and 
atomic physics in modern warfare, 


yet in practice, neither appears to be 
given the preeminence it deserves as 
is attested by the rank structure of 
personnel in these fields. If high 
rank and incentive pay is justified 
by the need to make military careers 
attractive to medical personnel isn’t 
the need as great in the other im- 
portant specialities? The lack of a 
concerted and determined effort to 
solve the continuing and growing 
problem of providing the military 
with adequate technical personnel 
for these rapidly expanding related 
fields indicates that perhaps these 
fields should be administered by a 
separate bureau. The advent of nu- 
clear weapons and propulsion plants 
emphasizes this point. It is worth 
noting what the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics has done for naval aviation! 


It is undoubtedly the duty of the 
American Physical Society, Institute 
of Electrical Engineers, Institute of 
Radio Engineers, and similar associa- 
tions to prevail upon the Navy to 
recognize that only through science 
can we hope to win future wars and 
to make positive recommendations 
concerning the solution of the pres- 
ent grave technical personnel prob- 
lem.

Navy Force-Outs 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The article in your 18 Sept. issue 
on the possibility of increased forced 
attrition among 35 and S'’ers in the 
Navy and Marine Corps was wel- 
come news. If it materializes it 
should do much to boost the morale 
of officers in the middle ranks, espe- 
cially in the Navy. 

Many of us have come to feel that 
senior flag officers who reach the 35 
and 5 category will go right on serv- 


freezes over. AS you pointed out. 
once they’ve been selected for re- 
tention they’re “in” until thy reach 
statutory age—sometimes as far 
away as five or six years. 

In the meantime, of course, humps 
continue to build up in the ranks 
of commander and lieutenant com- 
mander. Navy personnel officials be- 
moan this sad fact and make numer- 
ous suggestions to solve the prob- 
lem (as is indicated by the article 
in your 11 Sept. issue which reports 
that 2,000 are to be selected for 
commander to relieve the lieutenant 
commander hump), but, by and 
large, they ignore one of the most 
important steps which could be 
taken to keep promotions moving 
smoothly toward the top—Elimina- 
tion of more 35 and 5’ers. 

Flag officers who have completed 
35 years of service and five years in 
grade surely would have little to 
complain about if they were forced 
to retire and give younger officers 
an opportunity to make their num- 
ber, 

I don’t know who was responsible 
for writing the Navy section of the 
law on 35 and S’ers, but I would sa} 
off-hand that the rule is being 
abused. Check over the list of senior 
flags and you will see what I mean. 
Far too many of the top admirals 
have 35 and 5, have been selected 
for retention, and will be around for 
several more years. 

I should think the law was in- 
tended to give the Navy an oppor- 
tunity to retain a few difficult-to- 
replace admirals whose service is 
too valuable to lose. However, it ap- 
pears the Navy is using it to cull 
only three or four officers each year 
while retaining the vast majority. 

Cor., USN 
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O’Seas Marines Will Get Radical Buildings, 
Service-Wide Application Seen Likely 


Elements of Fleet Marine Forces will 
be using revolutionary Geodesic-Dome 
shelters by fiscal year 1956, if current 
Marine Aviation plans continue’ un- 
checked by budgetary limitations. Other 
Services may follow suit. 

According to Col. Henry C. Lane, 
USMC, who conducted a study of the new 
concept in advanced-base shelters, the 
Marine Corps hopes to deliver a “pilot 
order” of about twenty 36-foot and 50- 
foot dome-shaped shelters to its overseas 
units as early as April 1956. 

During a recent demonstration at 
Quantico, Va., the Marine Corps ex- 
hibited several structures utilizing the 
Geodesic Dome principle as applied to 
various materials. The design most suit- 
able for immediate application is mag- 
nesium, a light-weight, non-strategic 
metal. The mobility of the shelters was 
demonstrated when a 50-foot magnesium 
hangar was lifted by an HRS helicopter. 
“These hangars can be transported in a 
fully erected state at the rate of 50 miles 
in 50 minutes by using a helicopter to 
carry them. In such a move no man-hours 
are expended in disassembly and re- 
erection,” Colonel Lane said. 

Colonel Lane, Head, Materiel Branch, 
Division of Aviation, said the Marine 
Corps has let a contract for a 36-foot 
hemispheric prototype personnel shelter. 

This shelter will be sent to the Marine 
Corps Development Center at Quantico, 
where it will be subjected to rigorous 
wind, strength, heat and other tests. 
After that, the structure will be sent to 
the field for evaluation under habita- 
bility conditions. 

Colonel Lane expressed the opinion 
that the new type shelters will eventu- 
ally have Service-wide application. “I 
don’t see how we can get away from it,” 
he said. 

“It has less weight, less bulk, is less 
expensive than existing types, and will 
result in large savings in money and 
man-hours.” 

The Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics has 
already issued a design contract for a 
36-foot aircraft maintenance shelter, for 
a 50-foot maintenance and storage shel- 
ter, and a 110-foot hangar dome which it 
wants delivered by November, THE Jour- 
NAL learned. 

If the Navy decides that the blueprint 
designs are satisfactory, and that such 
shelters will meet its needs, a contract 
will be placed for prototypes. 

Colonel Lane said that Marine Corps 
Aviation has a need for 10 million square 
feet of floor space. “With today’s air- 
craft,” he said, “we can’t get along with- 
out adequate maintenance shelters for 
the temperature extremes we can expect 
to encounter. These shelters promise to 
give us what we want with less penalties 
of weight, cost, and man-hour expendi- 
tures.” 

Maj. George J. King, USMC, a WWII 
and Korean War pilot, who is now on 
duty with the Division of Information, 
Marine Corps Headquarters, related that 
Marine Aviation was forced to operate 
without hangars during the Korean con- 
flict. 

“We have a great need for shelters,’ 


Major King said. “Our maintenance crews 
operated in the elements. There were 
times when the crews had,to work in the 
open on planes during extreme conditions 
of cold, snow and rains. 

“When you lessen the effectiveness of 
personnel working on machines,” the vet- 
eran of 101 combat missions continued, 
“you lose lives and operating efficiency. 

“It is not inconceivable,” he pointed 
out, “that the Services will have to op- 
erate in Arctic regions in the future. And 
you can’t work on intricate parts of an 
aircraft with mittens on.” 

A Marine Corps estimate points up the 
fact that millions of dollars could be 
saved by making use of the dome-shaped 
buildings, designed by Mr. Buckmaster 
Fuller, the leading authority in the field. 

“The use of one-phase, hemispherical 
structures,” Colonel Lane said, “promises 
even more spectacular savings in weight 
and man-hours required for construc- 
tion.” 

A comparison of present shelter re- 
quirements and the one-phase, Geodesic- 
Dome concept for a single Marine Air- 
craft Wing, the Colonel said, “graphi- 
cally reveals why prime consideration is 
being given to the application of this 
unique design principle to military struc- 
tures.”

At present, Colonel Lane explained, 
the Marine Corps Aviation shelter pro- 
gram at advanced bases consists of three 
phases. First, upon occupying an airfield 
at an advanced base, a tent camp is set 
up; second, the tent camp is improved 
by erecting wood frames and prefabri- 
cated or improvised flooring. (This is an 
interim measure while awaiting the sec- 
ond more permanent family of shelters 
consisting of semi-permanent steel, arch- 
rib-type buildings); and third, the semi- 
permanent phase. In this phase, a new 
site must be cleared, buildings erected 
and then supplies, equipment, tools and 
personnel moved from the tent camp to 
the new site. 

The dome-shaped _ shelter is _ bet- 
ter suited functionally to Marine Avia- 
tion use than either the tent or the 
Quonset hut. The dome can be made 
large enough to provide aircraft main- 
tenance hangars, alert ready hangars 
and motor vehicle maintenance shops 
none of which are available under the 
three-phase concept. 

The adoption of this new type shelter. 
Colonel Lane noted, could be expected to 
provide “tremendous savings in shipping 
cube and weight, which is of primarv 
importance in an amphibious operation.” 

He said that the dome-shaped shelter 
is also suitable for Continental base use. 

Three sizes of shelters are visualized 
to meet Marine Corps requirements. 
They are: the small, 36-foot (1,000 square 
feet of enclosed space); the medium, 50- 
foot (2,000 square feet of space); and 
the large, 110-foot (10,000 square feet of 
enclosed snace).

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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
France Still Holds the Key— 


ITH a canny understanding of 

other nations’ viewpoints (and the 
extent of their patience) the British 
Foreign Office this past week has strug- 
gled valiantly to speed up the processes 
whereby West Germany may attain full 
independence quickly and at the same 
time an integration with the defense 
plans for the west. At the moment of 
writing it is not at all sure that the 
British effort will get a great deal fur- 
ther than did our own in behalf of the 
now defunct European Defense Com- 
munity. The barrier remains the same, 
French anxiety regarding what will 
happen in time after Germany has been 
allowed to rearm: will such an army 
face only eastward or might it, as on 
several previous occasions, march west- 
ward? 

M. Mendés-France does not deal with 
the matter in those plain terms, but a 
heavily-armed Germany is the ghost 
which is always half-visible to a French- 
man. He has other worries, one of which 
popped into sight the very day he got 
into London for the past week’s Nine- 
Power meeting (the United States, 
Canada, Great Britain, France, West 
Germany, Italy; and the three Benelux 
countries). This was the ancient Saar 
question, settlement of which a French 
spokesman indicated they wished be- 
fore accepting the West German re- 
armament plan. 

It is hardly necessary to restate the 
unhappy fact that M. Mendés-France, 
who in other areas has been astonish- 
ingly effective as a premier, remains 
the prisener of a parliamentary coali- 
tion which can disintegrate instantly 
and which he must hold together by 
conciliation and persuasion rather than 
by the means which are employed by 
the head of a strong government. 


ANOTHER CIRCUMSTANCE, often 
pointed out, must continuously be kept 
in mind, namely, that nobody can af- 
ford to lose patience with either the 
sometimes exasperating M. Mendés- 
France or his great nation. Least of all 
can we think of ignoring France, for it 
is geographically the key to the entire 
program of western defense. 

We must have West Germany in the 
NATO defense line, to be sure, but we 
must also have France in that same or- 
ganization if the defense plan is to have 
any realism. A mere glance at the map 
of our communications and depots and 
airbases, all in France, will suffice. We 
would be most ingenuous if we doubted 
that M. Mendés-France took that glance 
a long time ago. We would also be most 
improvident if we ourselves forgot the 
relationships of France in the Far East, 
where there now are 185,000 French 
Union troops which, even in the present 
relative quiet of Vietnam, are a valu- 
able potential. 


THE FRENCH have distressed us a 
good deal this year, but it is yet to be 
shown that as a nation they are dis- 
pleased either with their premier’s 
bargaining powers or with his program. 
It should be noted that already he has 
gained from Britain a promised partici- 
pation in western Europe’s affairs 
which was not in the EDC program at 
all, and British participation has been 
sought for years by earlier French gov- 
ernments. We will need more time for 
appraisal before reaching any conclu- 
sion about the end-result of this week’s 
cautious fencing. 


IN ITALY there has been a conspicu- 


cus gain for government, in Signor 
Scelba’s solid victory over a fierce and 
unscrupulous opposition headed as usu- 





il by the large Communist delegation. 
The Scelba government has been great- 
lv harassed for a vear by the miserable 

andal surroundin the death of a 
voung woman and her notorious asso- 
ciation with some of Italy’s gilded 
vouths including, by chance, the son of 


cabinet member. With a political dex- 
teritvy known outside Italy the scandal 
was kept alive in an effort to pull down 
the entire Scelba government. Belated- 
ly but with determination, the premier 
finally pressed for a vote of confidence 


based upon his bold and _ successful 
foreign policy as the matter really at 
issue. He won, and there is hope that a 
year-long embarrassment to a capable 
premier on a completely phony issue is 
at last ended. 


SIGNOR SCELBA’S parliamentary 
victory was swiftly and significantly 
followed by indication of a diplomatic 
achievement of prime importance to 
Italy and to the West generally. This 
was the compromise, needing only 
formal completion, by which the Trieste 
dispute between Italy and Yugoslavia 
should come to an end. The remaining 
point at issue after prolonged nego- 
tiation between Rome and Belgrade 
had been the disposition of one small 
territorial item on _ the _ peninsula 
south of Trieste harbor. The compro- 
mise, it is pleasant to note, was stimu- 
lated by Robert D. Murphy, Under Sec- 
retary of State, whose mission to that 
region was lately mentioned in these 
columns. 

America’s interest, like Britain’s, is 
considerable. An early result of the 
settlement (to which Russia, by the 
way, is expected to object, but ineffec- 
tively) would be the freeing of the 
Anglo-American garrisons of some 8,- 
000 troops from what once had looked 
like permanent duty at the head of the 
Adriatic. If this be the end of the 
Trieste impasse, as dangerous as it 
was tiresome, it will bring comfort to 
the NATO planners in general, who 
hitherto have had to accept the handi- 
cap of an awkward gap in the West’s 
defense line at an historically sensitive 
spot. The settlement will be a welcome 
contribution to world peace. 


VIETNAM DELEGATES appeared 
this week at the State Department, and 
later at the Pentagon, to support the 
views of French military and economic 
officials on what is needed in the way 
of aid to that oddly situated group of 
orientals. There is no doubt that aid 
will be given, but the form which our 
military assistance can take is still in 
doubt. 

A fearfully long time has been squan- 
dered since the United States was ready 

under certain essential conditions 
which never materialized—to aid and 
guide the military mobilization and 
supply and training of Vietnam forces 
for their own defense. Since then 
Vietnam resources have been sadly 
diminished by the territorial partition 
required by the French defeat in the 
north, but this has increased the neces- 
sity of aid, even while increasing the 
problems. The recent discussions at 
Manila, of a defensive alliance of a sort, 
have further emphasized the necessity,e 
and this week’s conversations are 
timely. 


SOUTH AMERICAN reports are of a 
lively interest in the American program 
for cooperation in atomic-power-for- 
industry, as proclaimed last December 
by the President and elucidated a week 
ago by Secretary of State Dulles in an 
unusually successful speech before the 
United Nations. The South American in- 
terest is in an early implementing of 
the plan, preferably through the United 
Nations but, if that program be de- 
layed, through direct bilateral agree- 
ment. For Latin America needs power. 
Coal is a costly import, and adequate 
water-power is often either distant or 
practically unattainable. This is the 
very situation envisaged by the Presi- 
lent and his atomic energy advisers, 
who see in the U.S.S. Nautilus power- 
plant and in others under research or 
development the long awaited oppor- 
tunity to produce atomic “power pack- 

rs’ very few years hence. The 
hrovd aim is to exchange the packages 
for the atomic-fuels which are known 
to exist in half a dozen South American 
countries. 

Curiously the State Department has 
said little about its own role, but there 
is good report of a quick response to 
the overtures made at the Sao Paulo 
quadricentenary by America’s special 
representative, Robert LeBaron.

Any officer who received a_ second 
choice course and who was authorized to 
take the examination on 13 September, 
should prepare to take on 10 Jan. 1955 
the examination originally scheduled for 
13 September. For example: An officer 
who took the Shipboard Electrical Sys- 
tems examination on 13 September in lieu 
of the Seamanship examination should 
prepare to take the Seamanship test on 
10 Jan. 1955. 

While it is the individual officer’s re- 
sponsibility to comply with the provi- 
sions of Personnel Circular No. 17-53, 
Headquarters stated, inquiries concern- 
ing correspondence course, verification of 
eligible substitutions for resident courses, 
postponements, and other questions re- 
garding the promotion examination pro- 
gram will be answered by the Com- 
mandant (PTP).

Garrett Reports Sales 
Up But Profits Down 


The Garrett Corporation reports that | 


sales during fiscal 1954 reached an all- 
time high of $101,158,083, but that its 
profit margin was down from the record 
high set the previous year. 

The net profit of the company during 
the past fiscal year was $2,847,907, or a 
decrease of 7.7 per cent from 1953's $3,- 
084,984, according to the corporation’s 


annual stockholders report. 
The company’s backlog of unfilled or- 


ders at its manufacturing divisions cur- 
rently amounts to $96-million as com- 
pared with $120-million a year ago. About 
90 per cent of this backlog is for products 
with military end use. The decline in the 
backlog was due chiefly, the company 
said, to “delayed action by the military in 
line with their changed buying policies, 
together with the known reduction in the 
budget for aircraft procurement.”

Lockheed F-80R Record 


Breaker Goes to Museum 

The first Air Force jet plane to set a 
world’s speed record is going to be en- 
shrined in the Air Force Technical Mu- 
seum at the Air Research and Develop- 
ment Command’s Wright Air Develop- 
ment Center in Dayton, O. 

The plane, a Lockheed F-80R, was 
piloted in 1947 by Maj. Gen. Albert Boyd, 
present WADC Commander, to a speed 
record of 623.8 miles per hour. The his- 
toric flight returned the record to the 
United States after 23 years. 

The record was set at Muroc AFB, 
Calif. (now Edwards AFB) when General 
Boyd was a Colonel and chief of Flight 
Testing at Wright-Patterson AFB, O. 
However, the record set by General Boyd 
was broken two months later by a U. S. 
Navy pilot in a Douglas research plane. 
It also was exceeded the following year 
by an Air Force service aircraft, a North 








American F-86A flown by Maj. Richard 
L. Johnson. 

A Lockheed F-80R also was used by 
Maj. Gus Lundquist, USAF, when he won 
the Thompson Trophy at Cleveland in 
1946. Col. William H. Council, USAF, flew 
a F-80R on a non-stop record flight from 
California to New York in 1946, and a 
similiar plane was piloted in a record run 
from New York to Washington in the 
same year. The craft piloted by General 
Boyd had recently been used at Griffiss 
AFB, N. Y., for test purposes by ARDC’s 
Rome Air Development Center.

monly referred to as BASEC, was estab- 
lished on 7 November 1950, with head- 
quarters in La Rochelle, a seacoast town 
located about 300 miles southwest of 
Paris, and 100 miles north of Bordeaux. 
BASEC covers an operating geographical 
area of approximately 400 miles north 
and south, by 150 miles east and west. 
It has grown in the past four years from 
three small detachments to its present 
three geographical districts, which in- 
clude thirteen separate depots, one med- 
ical center, three seaports and five in- 
stallations. Its total area of responsibility 
is more than twice the size of the entire 
Allied Occupation Zones of Germany com- 
pined, with installations dispersed over 
an area of 60,000 square miles. 

In the initial phases, speed in estab- 
lishing a working LOC was of prime im- 
portance. Troop housing had to take sec- 
ond place to the receiving and storage of 
supplies. Most of the facilities turned over 
to us required rehabilitation or in many 
cases complete rebuilding. Troops and 
supplies were sent over prior to the reno- 
vation, rehabilitation or construction of 
barracks, mess halls, warehouses and 
other command support facilities. 


Lived in Tents 


Two years after the establishment of 
the LOC, many of the troops were still 
living in winterized tents. However, con- 
struction has been progressing continu- 
ously during these four years, and today 
all of the troops in BASEC are housed 
in barracks, either permanent or tempo- 
rary. PX’s, Service Clubs and theatres are 
now located in all of the major installa- 
tions. 

One of our greatest problems, next to 
construction, has been drainage. The first 
two years of BASEC’s history might well 
be called the “Battle with Mud.” Two 
armies, the French and the German (dur- 
ing the German occupation) had failed 
to solve the drainage problem at what is 
now Captieux Ordnance Depot, the larg- 
est ordnance depot in Europe. Because of 
the peculiar impermeability of the sub- 
soil, water cannot soak into the ground 
but must be drained. During the rainy 
season this installation was literally a sea 
of mud. Today our Army Engineers have 
successfully drained this area, and re- 
cently the Chief Ordnance Officer, U.S. 
Army, Europe, declared Captieux to be 
one of the best ordnance depots in Eu- 
rope. 

Base Section, as a logistical command, 
has been, and still is, in the process of 
developing its facilities to perform the 
mission of receiving, storing and shipping 
supplies destined for combat forces in the 
forward areas, in the event of hostilities. 
Forces in the field are dependent on ef- 
fective logistical support. No major op- 
eration could be successfully launched or 
carried through without an adequate and 
dependable flow of essential supplies. 

Four Tasks 

Combat Zone supply instruction devel- 
oped the four main supply tasks of a field 
army, requirements, requisitioning and 
local procurement, storage and distribu- 
tion. BASEC has the same four tasks, dif- 
fering only in magnitude. The great in- 
crease in the scope of the supply opera- 
tion here is due to two factors. The first 
s volume. BASEC must not only be pre- 
pared to meet the demands of one or 
more field armies and of army units with- 
mr the Communications Zone, but it must 
also meet the supply demands of other 
services, allies, and/or civilians as di- 
tected by higher authority. BASEC must 
de prepared to meet supply demands of 
teld armies and other users within days. 

Today, our storage facilities, while not 
yet completed, are adequate to insure the 
‘ccomplishment of this important part 
% our mission. However, no matter how 
many items of quartermaster, signal, en- 
zineer, or ordnance supplies we have on 
d, to. get these supplies over the 
Trench roads and through French vil- 
‘ages we must have the full support and 
‘ooperation of the French people.

Placards bearing the above message oc- 
cupy a prominent place in our Officers’ 
and Enlisted Men’s Clubs, dayrooms and 
bulletin boards. We are in France today 
under unusual circumstances. We are not 
here as co-belligerents, engaged in ac- 
tive hostilities. Neither are we an army 
of occupation. We are in France in peace- 
time, at the invitation of the French and 
with the freely given consent of their 
government and people. Hence, we are lit- 
erally pioneering in a new field of inter- 
national relations and international co- 
operation. 

As the welcome guests of France, our 
mission here, next to the actual perform- 
ance of vital military duties, is cultivat- 
ing and cementing cordial relations with 
the people of this country. 


Reds Busy 

When American troops first arrived in 
France, the Communist minority was 
very active. Hand-drawn slogans ap- 
peared on walls, and were painted on 
American cars—“U. S. GO HOME.” It 
was not safe to leave an American car 
in the street overnight in some localities. 
Tires were slashed, windows broken, and 
aerials snapped off. A vigorous campaign 
to improve Franco-American relations 
became one of our primary missions. 
Troops were given orientation lectures, 
drivers received a special course of in- 
struction, dependents were furnished 
mimeographed pamphlets acquainting 
them with the peculiarities of French 
laws and customs, and both on-duty and 
off-duty French classes were started. 

Staff officers were encouraged to work 
with their counterparts in the local 
French governments. For instance, the 
Provost Marshal and the “Commissaire 
de Police” work very closely together. 
The U.S. Army Engineer and the “Genie,” 
the Fire Marshal and “Chef des Pom- 
piers” and of course the Commanding 
Officer and the “Prefet” all work togeth- 
er to solve our mutual problems. 

In May 1952, the 279th Army Band was 
activated. It has given public concerts 
throughout Base Section, and in no case 
has anything but appreciation been 
shown. Some communities hesitated at 
first to grant permission for these con- 
certs, fearing hostile demonstrations, but 
now the band is in great demand. A quin- 
tet of Negro soldiers, 
alaires,” became so popular that they 
were transferred full-time to Special 
Services, and spent most of their time on 
the road giving public appearances. 

These activities have paid off better 
than we could have anticipated. Commu- 
nist incidents have almost died out in 
cities in the vicinities of our troop instal- 
lations. Two Communist newspapers 
have gone out of business due to lack of 
subscribers. It is very seldom now that 
an American car is damaged, and the 
only remaining “U. S. GO HOME” signs 
are fading out. 

French Employees 

Over 4600 French employees have been 
hired by the Army to perform the various 
jobs necessary in receiving, storing and 
maintaining records of supplies at the 
depots. A number have been hired 
drivers of trucks, sedans and busses, thus 
releasing soldiers for other duties. These 
French employees are known as LWR’s 
because they are hired at the local wage 
rate, which is considerably lower than 
the money earned by the American sol- 
dier. This benefits not only the American 
taxpayer, as it amounts to a considerable 
savings in wages, but it is also of great 
help to the French economy, since many 
of these Army employees wouid other- 
wise be unemployed. 

A major mission assigned to BASEC 
is the Off-shore Discharge Exercise, OD- 
EX. This training exercise provides val- 
uable experience in learning and applying 
methods for the discharging of troops 
and cargo from ships anchored at sea. 
All of these exercises are performed with- 
out the use of piers, docks, or other har- 
bor facilities, under simulated wartime 
conditions.

New USMC Hand-Seal 
To be Issued to Field 


organizational hand-seals now in 
throughout the Marine Corps are 
obsolete and can no longer be used for 
authentication of official documents, Ma- 
rine Headquarters announced this week. 

A new hand-seal, designed to conform 
the seal made official at a White 
House ceremony on 22 June, soon will be 
issued to the field, with the exception of 
FMM organizations smaller than the 
regiment or the group. In the case of 
FMF organizations, however, an excep- 
tion will be made in the case of separate 
or detached battalions or squadrons. 

At present, the Marine Corps is re- 
designing the collar and cap insignia to 
bring it in line with the new seal. After 
the devices are approved by the Com- 
mandant, they will be issued to Marine 
Corps personnel as the old ones wear out. 
There will be no charge for an initial 
issue of the redesigned collar and cap 
insignia. 

A description of the official Marine 
Corps seal appeared in THE JouRNAL of 
19 June, front page.

that grade. 


See. 403—Application of Other Laws 

All laws now existing or hereafter enacted 
relating to the selection for promotion of an 
officer of the corresponding regular compon- 
ent shall apply to an officer of the reserve 
component, except as otherwise provided in 
this Act or except as may be necessary, in 
the discretion of the Secretary, to adapt 
such provisions to the reserve component. 
The relationship between officers of the line 
and staff corps of the USNR shall conform 
to that prescribed for line and staff officers of 
the Regular Navy in respect to a determina- 
tion of the number of staff officers which may 
be recommended for promotion. 


Sec. 404—Provisions Regarding Running 

Mates 

(a) While in the grade of Lt(jg) or ina 
higher grade to which initially appointed, 
each USNR officer shall have a running mate 
of the same grade who shall be the Line 
officer on active duty on the lineal list of the 
Navy next junior to him. 


(b) While in the grade of 1st Lt, or a 
higher grade to which initially appointed, 
each USMCR officer shall have a running 
mate of the same grade who shall be the 
line officer of the Regular Marine Corps next 
junior to him. 


(c) A Reserve officer assigned a running 
mate at any time subsequent to the initial 
assignment provided in subsec (a), (b) or (f) 
of this section, shall be assigned such run- 
ning mate in accordance with the princi- 
ple prescribed by law for the assignment of 
running mates of the staff corps of the reg- 
ular Navy, except that whenever possible 
such running mate shall be the line officer on 
active duty on the lineal list of the Navy or 
Marine Corps next junior to him, in accord- 
ance with the principle expressed in sub- 
sections (a) or (b) of this section. 


(d) In the application of subsec’s (a), (b) 
and (c) of this section, running mates shall 
be officers who by law are not restricted in 
the performance of duty. 


(e) A woman Reserve officer shall have as 
her running mate a woman officer of the 





corresponding regular component. 

(f) A Reserve officer who has been as 
signed a running mate under laws in effect 
on the effective date of this Act, shall con- 
tinue to be considered for the purposes of 
this Act with that running mate, unless as 
signed a new running mate under the provis- 
ion of subsec (c) of this section.

Navy Selects 1807 
Cdrs; 159 Are USNR 

One of the largest groups of Navy of- 
ficers ever to be selected for promotion 
to commander under the Officer Person- 
nel Act was approved late this week by 
President Eisenhower. 

The new three-stripe-selectees number 
1807, only 93 short of estimates made by 
THE JOURNAL in an exclusive story last 
month. 

Following the President’s signature, 
Navy officials disclosed statistics on the 
selections, which include both Regulars 
and active duty Reserves. 

These show that more than 1,500 of the 
officers are in the unrestricted Line and 
include 523 temporary officers of the 
Regular Navy and 159 Naval Reservists. 

Unrestricted Line selections totalled 
403. They include 37 aeronautical engi- 
neering duty officers, 79 engineering duty 
officers, 13 special duty officers and 17 
limited duty officers. 

Included in the Regular promotion 
zone were all eligible lieutenant com- 
manders, counting some who had not yet 
completed four years in grade at the 
time the board was convened on 17 Au- 
gust. 

One unofficial reason advanced by 
Navy spokesmen for the large number 
of selections was the desire of personnel 
planners to relieve some of the “hump 
pressure in the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander. 

Almost half (approximately 700) of the 
group will be promoted to their new rank 
in an initial increment and given dates 
of rank of 1 July 1954. 
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
